DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to the amendment filed 01-28-2008, which has been entered. 
Claims 4-7, 11-13 and 20-23 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to anticipate the combination of bearing housing and the method manufacturing 
thereof, set forth in claims 20 and 22 respectively, and most significantly requires the 
housing having a first seating cup portion with a radius for seating the ball and a second 
upstanding wall portion extending from the cup portion having a concave inner surface, 
such that there being a first clearance between a conforming portion and an equator 
region of the ball, wherein the first clearance is greater than a second clearance that is 
between the cup portion and the first portion of the ball. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
